tho RopliUn—To (he Sics* of Poterabnrg in 
ISO*. 
There are few more graphic pictures 
of horror of war than the following 
I sketch of the campaign in the wilder- 
! ness, written by Lt. Elias Brookings, 
of the 3 1 st Maine for the Springfield 
I Republican: 
it is the purpose in this account to 
review briefly som e of the scenes and 
incidents of which the writer was a 
witness. 
L ittle attem p t will be made 
to give the p ositions of tile different 
corps which com posed the arm y. For 
the m ost part the observations are 
confined to a single regiment. 
W hile our fighting in this campaign 
begins at the Rapidan, less than fifty 
miles from Richmond in a direct line, 
so m any rivers are to be crossed th a t 
the arm y m ust m ove up and down 
these stream s to find suitable fords 
or for favorable positions for pontoon 
bridges. 
It m ust cross and recross in 
accordance with the m ovem ents of 
the enemy. 
The soldier, now looking 
back 22 years, would estim ate his 
route from May 4, when the arm y 
was put in m otion tow ard the W ilder­ 
ness, to June 15, the d ate of reaching 
the Jam es, at several hundred miles. 
F or 50 consecutive days this army 
of the P otom ac was in m otion and on j 
the alert, marching on ed ay and meet- J 
ing the enemy the next; again m arch­ 
ing three days, and either repelling the 
attack s or charging the works of the 
foe for as m any more. 
Consider also the load which is c a r­ 
ried by each soldier—five d a y s ’ rations, 
40 ro u n d s of am m u n itio n , canteen 
filled with coffee, an d knapsack pre- j 
oared for a th ree-m o n th s’ cam paign, j 
The weight of this burden, including 
m usket, is n o t less th a n 80 pounds.

E any the next morning our lines are 
formed and wv are advanced tow ard 
the enem y. 
As we near the foe there 
com e from the office! s these words so 
well understood just before a battle, 
words given in a low half-whispered 
and yet firm tone: “ For-ward’f-pffor- 
ward”—“stead-y ”—“guide right.-” On 
and on we advance, with difficulty 
keeping iii line owing to the under­ 
brush.

After this battle of June 3 the lines of 
hostile forces are very near each o th ­ 
er. 
Sharp firing is kept up by the 
picket line, day and night. 
In the day 
tim e it is death to show one s head. 
The picket line m ust be relieved under 
the cover bf darkness. 
Men are cau­ 
tioned not to speak or m ake any un­ 
necessary noise. 
Even then m any are 
killed and wounded by random firing. 
The sharpshooters also are making 
sad havoc during tile day. 
The dead 
between the lines are yet unburied 
ami the wounded uncared for. 
A cor­ 
respondence between Gens Grant and 
Lee resulted in an aorist ice of two 
hours in which the dead and wounded 
were tenderly removed. 
We might, go on with this narrative 
crossing the Jam es and finding the 
enemy in force there. 
Our troops 
would he found st ill skirmishing, fight­ 
ing and contesting with the enemy 
every foot of ground until within about 
tw*o miles of Petersburg where the 
seige fairly begins. 
This cam paign, at 
which we have only glanced, lasting 
50 bays, iii which more than 50,000 
were killed and wounded; more than 
13 ,000 taken prisoners; 
thousands 
marie sick,—the m ost terrible cam ­ 
paign in the civil war, is one well worth 
special attention.

The Chicago physician who recently 
caused it to be telegraphed over the 
country that he had resuscitated a 
crops© by the injection of nitro-glyc- 
erine under the skin, and that he was 
the first to use it, must have been ig­ 
norant not only of tbe literature of 
his profession but of the frequent prac­ 
tice of advanced physicians. 
True, 
they do not use it in attem p ts to re­ 
vive th** dead, but they know its effects 
in various forms of disease and upon 
p atients who are in a s ta te of collapse 
and require som e active agent to set 
th'* m achinery of life in m otion again. 
A physician of our acquaintance ad­ 
m inistered it hypoderm ically to his 
wife, who was apparently dead from 
congestion of the brain, and succeed­ 
ed in resuscitating lier by it after all 
other m eans had failed. 
Dr. d ia ries 
Weil of Buffalo tells the Express of th a t 
city how he used netro-clycerine with 
wonderful effect in likecases. 
H esays: 
Moreover, the undersigned has used 
it in a like m a lin e - , i. e., by m eans of 
injection under the skin, in conditions 
of great collapse, v hen the body, in a 
hot, sultry July night, was trembling 
with cold, the lips being blue, and the 
fingers and toe-nails also, the counte­ 
nance livid and anxious, the skin in 
the condition called “goose-skin,” and 
the teeth chattering, as if the body 
poorly clad had been exposed to “chill 
December’s surly b last.” 
The writer 
has narrated the history, etc., of these 
and other cases in which he used nitro­ 
glycerine in an article on this agent 
published in a medical journal a few 
years ago. 
At least one other physi­ 
cian has em ployed nitro glycerine in a 
sim ilar manner in like cases of great 
collapse. 
The result achieved is won­ 
derful, the distressing sym ptom s leave 
a s if “ blown a w a y ,” the body forth­ 
with becoming covered with a warm 
glow, the patient, in a word, changing 
in less tim e than it would take to 
count IOO after the injection has been 
made. 
Nitro glycerine is used also in 
epilepsy, certain forms of neuralgia, 
certain classes of kidney trouble, in 
som e affections of the heart and lungs, 
and in a few o th e r conditions. 
And 
it is due thos* who have investigated 
and em ployed tiffs agent long before 
this Chicago doctor m ayhap dream t 
of it, th a t tfcrse facts be laid before 
the public.

Others wearing the sam e 
adge join them until nearly a brigade 
is formed. 
The search is continued 
through the day. 
Toward night the 
headquarters of the corps are d iscov­ 
ered. 
B ut the corps extends for three 
miles along the road. One hour more 
and the division is found. Short work 
after this to find the brigade, regiment 
and com pany. 
On th a t first day at 7 a. rn. our reg­ 
im ent numbered 800. At 9 p. rn. only 
(300 responded t o “roll-call.” 
Of the 
2 0 0 who have fallen out 50 fail to 
overtake their com m ands and in a few 
d ays are reported sick in hospitals. 
B ut the (300, w hat is their condition 
after the first d a y ’s eam pa;gn? 
Our 
good general, in addition to instruc­ 
tions on falling out, had also m ention­ 
ed tile necessity of “ washing the feet 
at night, soaping the stockings and 
greasing the sh oes.” 
But suggestions, 
instructions, and even orders are of 
little avail with men so utterly pros­ 
trated by the d a y ’s march. 
Experi­ 
ence here, as elsewhere, m ust m ainly 
be relied upon to correct the habits. 
The feet are sore, the shoes are taken 
off to relieve pain, but as a rule the 
stockings, although saturated with 
blood, are not soaped nor the shoes 
greased a t the end of the first day. 
The Veterans aretheexception. They 
seek brooks and stream s in which they 
bathe before sleep. 
This, too, is our 
first night w ithout tents. 
Stretched 
u p o n the ground for miles, the arm y 
of the P otom ac resjs. 
It requires more than a blast from 


And now for eight d ay s an d nights 
with scarcely an 
interm ission this 
a rm y has been making a tta c k s upon 
a d esp erate foe every where strongly 
intrenched. 
If sleep were allowed t o 
any, it m u st be under arm s. 
The sol­ 
dier m ust grasp his musket am i be 
ready to spring to iii* tee? a t an y m o ­ 
m ent. 
Our lo*- has been fearful. 
Hie 
sick, the wounded, the killed an d the 
prisoners 
during these 
m em orable 
d ay s m u st h av e am o u n ted to m ore 
th a n one-third of the «ut ire arm y . 
After this b a ttle reinforcem ents are 
pouring in. 
T r o o p s aie encouraged 
by tbe news from the N orth. 
Men gen* 
em ily in the arm y considered th e m ­ 
selves beaten. 
Our io-* h ad been 
greater th a n th a t of the rebels. 
Im ag­ 
ine o u r surprise on learning t h a t P res­ 
ident Lincoln had on May 9, atte r re­ 
ceiving intelligence from the W ilder­ 
ness, issued a p ro clam atio n recom ­ 
mending th a t nil p a trio ts “ unite in 
com m on thanksgiving an d p ray e r to 
Almighty God ’ on account, of “ the 
arm y o p eratio n s within the la s t five 
d a y s .” 
On th e sam e d a y the a rm y 
m ourned th*- loss of Gen. Bedgewiek 
w ho was killed by a ball from a s h a rp ­ 
shooter. 
The objective p o in t is n o t 
reached. 
T he a rm y 
m u st 
move. 
There is m ore o r less of skirm ishing 
a n d an n o y an ce from sh arp -sh o o ters 
all the way to Cold H a rb o r w hich is 
reached Ju n e I. 
Incidents are con stantly occurring 
to break the m onotony of these hot 
and dusty roads, 
A man in the ranks 
is whirled violently round and ‘alls to 
the ground. 
His com panions rem ove 
his equipm ents and search for the ex­ 
pected wound. 
It cannot be found. 
The man soon resumes his place and 
goes on alm ost asham ed lest he be 
suspected of shamm ing. 
The sam e 
night when ready to encam p and the 
blankets, which had been tw isted to ­ 
gether and thrown over the shoulders, 
are spread out a bullet falls upon the 
ground. 
The soldier, 
suspecter] 
of 
sham m ing calls his com rades for nu 
inspection, who find th at the rebel 
bullet has passed through 12 thick­ 
nesses of his blanket. 
The verdict 
was 
“justified 
in 
falling.” 
Every 
soldier will recall m any sim ilar in­ 
stances. 
Som etim es the bullet passes 
through 
the clothing. 
The soldier 
imagines himself killed and often sends 
dying messages to his friends. 
At Cold H arbor it is the old story of 
attack s and repulses, slaughter and 
blood. 
In this fight our brigade at 
one tim e is placed in front of artillery 
for its support. 
For several hours we 
lie flat upon our faces in the edge of a 
forest, our artillery playing over our 
heads and Hie confederates returning 
the fire. 
Beyond a doubt th is it the 
m ost trying position in w hich to place 
men. 
Shot and shell cam e screeching 
tbrough the air. 
Now a shell bursts 
in our 
m idst, 
killing several and 
wounding others; now it com es tear­ 
ing along cutting the branches from 
trees; now it plows the earth in our 
front and half buries those near; and 
again it strikes in our rear. 
But in 
each ca.ce there is a painful suspense. 
The noise is deafening. 
The hands 
placed over the ears are hut a slight 
protection. 
The boom of guns is still 
heard. 
If we could only do som e­ 
thing! fire, load, charge or retreat! 
We m ust wait for orders. 
When the 
order,“retreat.,” cam e it w a s necessary 
only to whisper it—so readily was it 
obeyed.

W onders o f M em ory. 


If “all great people h av e great m em ­ 
ories,” as Sir A rth u r Helps declares 
in his delightful book entitled “Social 
P ressure,” it by no m eans follows 
t h a t all those possessed of great mem­ 
ories are great people. 
M any an in­ 
stance m ight be cited to show th a t 
men of very m oderate intellectual ca­ 
pacity m a y be endowed with a power 
of m em ory which is truly prodigious. 
In ad d itio n to this there are plenty of 
well au th en ticated exam ples of th e ex­ 
tra o rd in a ry power of m em ory display­ 
ed even by idiots. 
In the memoirs of 
Mrs. Somerville there is a curious ac­ 
count of a m ost e x tra o rd in a ry verbal 
m em ory. 
“There was an idiot in E d ­ 
inburgh,” she tells us, “of a respectable 
family who had a rem ark ab le m emory. 
H e never failed to go to kirk Sunday, 
and 
on 
returning hom e could 
re­ 
p ea t 
th e 
-sermon, 
saying; 
“ Here 
th e m inister coughed; here he sto p ­ 
ped to blow his nose.” 
During the 
to u r we m ade in the 
H ighlands,” 
she adds, “ we m et with an o th e r idiot 
who knew* the bible so perfectly th a t 
if you asked him where such 
a verse 
was to be found he could tell w ithout 
h esita tio n an d repeat the ch ap ter.” 
These exam ples are sufficiently re­ 
m arkable; but w hat shall be said of 
the case cited by Archdeacon F earon 
in his valuable p am phlet on “ Mental 
Algor?” 
“There was in m y father’s 
parx*h,” says the Archdeacon, “ a man 
w ho could remember the d ay when 
every person had been buried in the 
parish for thirty-five years, and could 
ref>eat with unvarying accuracy the 
nam e and age of the deceased, with 
the m ourners a t the funeral. 
But he 
was a complete fool. 
G ut of the line 
of burials, he had n o t one idea, and 
could not give an intelligible reply to 
a single question, nor be trusted to 
feed himself.” 
The*** phenom enal instances may 
be m atched by the .Sussex farm-labor- 
f*r George \\ a t *on, as we find recorded 
in H one’s “Table Book. 
W atso n 
could neither read n o r write, yet he 
was wont to perform w ondrous feats 
of m ental calculation, an d Ins mem­ 
ory for e w n ts seemed to be alm ost 
faultless. 
“ But the m o st ex tra o rd i­ 
n ary circum stance,” says Hone, “ is 
the power Ii*' possesses of recollecting 
th e events of every day from an early 
period of his hie. 
I pen being asked 
w h at clay of the week a given d ay of 
the m o n th occurred he imm ediately 
nam es it, and also meriti m s where he 
was arid w hat was the s ta te of the 
weather. 
A gentlem an who h ad kept 
a d iary p u t m any questions to him, 
and his answ ers were in variably cor­ 
rect.” 
Of a similar kind is the m em ory for 
which Daniel McCartney has become 
fa -non* in the United States. 
The 
strange sto ry of this m an s achieve­ 
m ents is told by Mr. ilenkie in the 
J o u rn al of 
8 p* illative Philosophy. 
McCartney, in 1869, declared th a t he 
could rem em ber the d ay of the week 
for any d a t e from Ja n u a ry , 1827— 
t h a t is, from the tim e he was nine 
years and four m o n th s old—forty two 
anil a half year*. 
He has often been 
tented, and, "O far as Mr. Henkle’s 
account goes. had no t failed to tell his

the same, 
-bowing distinctly th a t 
he remembered the facts, and not the 
w ords previously used. 
McCartney’s 
m em ory is not confined to dates and 
events; he is a rare calculator, can 
give the cube ro o t of such num bers as 
59,319; o r 571-,7>7, *t .: can repeat 
som e 250 hymns, an d s ta r t ab o u t 
2 0 0 tunes; ha- a singularly extensive 
and accurate knowledge of geography, 
an d never forgets the nam e of a person 
he has once seen or read of. 
W ith all 
this singular power of m em ory, how­ 
ever. he is nor a m an whose general 
grasp of mind is a t all n o tew o rth y .—
